to the Bpo't, apart, where the General 
and his ofiii:^^ wtfre consnlting. Her 
name •was Bacon. She was an alleged 
•widow,, formerly of Ohio. la reality she 
wai'anj adventuress, • nn ex-variety act- 
ress, anrions to cause a soiiButiou, got 
lierself talked abont among the ollicors 
of til armicH, and mentioned in the ro- 
■ j^rts and ne-w.spaporM. This woman cor- 
rectly told Gillom the situation iitGreoii- 
villo. 

Morgan was sleeping at the mansion 
of rMrs.. ,Williani8^in the edge of tlio 
town, and directly on the BiUl's Gap 
road. "Dick" Morgan's regiment was 
in camp in a field a sliort distance west 
of the town, and lhat side alone was 
picketed. Duke -srith the ntain force, 
lity nearly a mile east of where Morgan 
had retired for the night. This infor- 
mation gained, Gillemi at once ordered 
Ingerton to proceed to Greenville with 
his regiment and Newell's battidiou. 
Capt, Eoborts, of tlie Tenth Mioliigan, 
and Capt. Wilcox, of ihe Tliii'teenth 
Tennessee, were sent in advance ■with 
their companies, the main reoonnoiter- 
ing force taking ..a moi e loisuroly pace 
and making a detonr to the loft,-so as to 
get round Dick Morgan's pickets and 
take his regiment in the rear. Wilcox, 
who commanded the advance, when 
v/ithin three-fourths of a mile of the vil- 
lage, got A glimpse of tlio Confederate 
reserve ijicket in the ro:id. Ho pro- 
' posed to Koberts toniaka a dash through 
■Into' the' town, with a view of surround- 
ing the house where Morgan was in bed, 
oaptimng him and his staff and trust 
to Inck to get ont. Roberts was ready 
for any enterprise and closed eagerly 
with his superior's dariug proposition. 

"Forward! Trot! Gallop! Charga!" 
rang out on the air and on the oars of 
the startled, astonished Confederate sou - 
tries. They wore literitUy ri<Iden over 
by the dashing Fcdcnd.s, and before 
Dick Morgan's subordinate, wliom he 
had left in command, got a man in tlio 
saddle the Williams house wi>o s\v:- 
roundcd by Wilcox's men. They shot 
or captured the two or three gnui'ds, 
picked up all tlio liorsos anil nn ofliccr 
or two in less time Ihan it i<>(iuiri>.s to 
tiill the story. 

Morgan w.as wakeui^d l>y the shooting 
and tramping. Ho got on hi.-i lirLCchcs, 
Loots and hut, and in :.hii t sicrvos, 
revolver ill luuid, run liiu.ii tin' loiig 
sloping groiuids on tlir> cast tiunl of the 
house. In the nortlnvchl cunier was a 
grape arbor. As Morgan .stooped to 
pass under this, in ordtn' to reach the 
fence, he was discovered by Andy Camp- 
bell, private in Company O, Thirleonlh 
Tennessee cavalry, who fired ou biiu. 
Tho bullet took efl'oot in (.it:n. Morgan's 
right aide, and ranging upward, on ac- 
count of his stooxiing position, pas.seil 
on near the heart. He fell sind iliud iu- 
Btantly. 

Meantime the rest of tlio (ifllccis iu 
and abont tiie hou.TC, a few (-irdi^rlics and 
a squad from Dick Morgan's command, 
■were'baptufed and rushed off to the east- 
ern pnitof tiio town. Campbell dismount- 
ed from his horse, took a look at the man 
he killed, recognizijd him -ho was a du- 
Bffiirtpr from Morgan's lii:it couiniand— 
. I'aised the boily, threw it over liiji sad- 
dle bow, remounted and njde uuuy witli 
his companions. They wcnl pcil lucll 
through tho town, 111. .1 to Iho liglit, 
p.assed out to llio iioi-th, l^iuo to llic 
right round t lie high hill where thi? re- 
mains of Andrew Johii.iou are buiiovl, 
andpthough pretty hotly pin-sned by a 
portion of Duke's men, they reached tljo 
iulTs diap road near tho point wlu i o 
they iiad' charged the rebel picket a halt, 
honr helote.—Philadclpliki Tiine^.

EXCITEMENT IN JAMAICA. 

ACITATION AGAINST PAYMENT OF THE 
FLORENCE DAMAGES. 

Tho Uatter. to bd l&ld hefors th» 
Xmverial Fftxltamtnt. 



KiNO.sTO.v, Januuca, N'ov. 14. — The 
national agitation at Jamaica has reached 
a critical atago. The whole- colony is 
united against the government, and in- 
dignation meetings are being held in ev- 
ery township. 

Tho legislative council, after .violent 
speeches by unolBcial members, voted by 
nine to six that tho colony should pay 
£4200, bein^ lialf of the damages and 
costs of tho Florenco suits, the imperial 
government to pay tho other half. The 
agitation in tho colony has been due to 
tho oppoaiiioii of the people to paying 
any part of tho danu\ges. After tho vote 
of the assembly tho unofficial mombors 
resigned. Tho agitation has developed 
into a national outcry. Largo placards 
are posted throughout the city, ridicul- 
ing the government, and satirical advor- 
tisenienta appear in the news]>apers. The 
action of the unofficial members is to be 
celebrated by a public banquet. A nio- 
moriul to tho imperial parliament is re- 
ceiving an enormous number of signa- 
tures, and sub.-icripttons to dofray tho ex- 
pense of presenting it and for counsel to 
speak from tho bar of the house of com- 
mons on behalf of Jamaica are coming in 
rapidly.
